This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-7 and 12-14, drawn to a method of diagnosing hypertension or Syndrome X 
by determining polymorphism. 

Group II, claim(s) 8-11, drawn to a kit comprising primers and apparatus. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: The invention listed as Group I and II does not relate 
as a single general inventive concept because the "special technical feature" namely the first 
named invention does not define a contribution over the prior art. Specifically the prior art, Xu, 
Weiming (WO 97/38130, reference AMI on IDS filed 11/13/2000) teaches a method for 
diagnosing diseases by detecting polymorphism in the promoter of an inducible nitric oxide 
synthase gene (abstract and Examples). Thus, the "special technical feature" is not considered 
special. Additionally, the different inventions are distinct in that the invention of Group II 
comprises reagents that can function irrespective of the invention of Group I. 

Because the inventions are distinct for the reason given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their lack of a corresponding special technical feature that 
defines a contribution over the prior art, and because the literature searches require for 
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examination of the groups identified above are not coextensive, restriction for examination 
purpose as indicated is proper. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an
